INVASION NOT STOPPED 


Text of Terms Forced on

“LONDON, March 7.—In spite of the 
fact that a formal treaty of peace has 
been signed by the Central Powersand 
the Bolsheviki govessment of Russia, 
fighting continues at various points 
along the eastern front. The Teutons 
have reached Jamburg, a_ town 658 
miles from Petrograd, The report 
does not lend encouragement to the 
belief that further invasion of Russia 
has been abandoned. 

The text of the peace treaty signed 
by Roumania shows the Central Pow- 
ers are loath to forego any conquests 
they may make tn Russia. One of the 
clauses of the Roumanian treaty 
bound that country to assist in the 
transport of Teuton forces’ through 
Moldavia and Bessarabia on_ their 
bajo to Odessa, the “granary of Rus- 
sia.” 

Not only are the Teutons advancing 
against the demoralized Slavs, but the 
Turks are also aggressors in Asia “Mi- 
nor.

CANADA’S DEBT 
IN NET FIGURE 
OVER BILLION

Total For Dominion ‘on Last Day 
February Was Near 2 
Billions 


OVTAWA, March 7.—Canada’s net 
debt stood at %1,010,780,470 on Feb- 
ruary 28, an increase during Febru- 
ary of $13,251,263. The total gross 
debt of the Dominion on February 28 
was $1,906,393,359. Total assets were 
$985,812,889. 

War expenditure during February 
declined as compared with the figure 
for the same month Jast year. Last 
month it was $19,494,711; in Febru- 
ary, 1917, it was $23,285,088. ‘Total 
war expenditure for the 11 months’ 
period to the end of February was 
$207,869,726. 

Revenues show an _ increase, In 
February, 1918, the revenue was $21,- 
225,872, as compared with $17,513,473 
in February last ycar. Expenditure 
on account of consolidated fund was 
$11,323,497 in February of the present 
year in comparison with $12,581,054 
in February 1917.

WASHINGTON, Mar. 7.—Troops and supplies for Gen. 
Pershing’s forces are now moving to France on schedule time, it 
was learned today on high authority. While figures may not be 
published it was said positively that, transportation require- 
ments of the army are being met by the shipping board and the 
immediate situation as to ships was described as satisfactory. 

In view of this assurance that the United States will be able 
to maintain its place as a fighting unit on the battle front re- 
ports are being scanned more eagerly than ever by officers here 
for the first signs of the 1918 campaign. It is felt strongly that 
the opening of major operations in what President Wilson has 
predicted will prove the decisive year of the great war will not 
be much longer delayed. 

A substantial American army already is in the trenches on 
the Western front. American troops in force are now facing 
the enemy in three places on the French front.

‘The total output of lignite coal in 
Alberta last December, representing 
the mines in 27 districts, amounted to 


808,753 tons, of which this province 
consumed 164,632 tons. Saskatche- 
wan was the next largest customer 
for Alberta lignite, its consumption In 
December amounting to $3,066 tons. 

Lethbridge stands at the head of the 
list for December, producing 67,596 
tons, and Drumheller next with 60,298, 
| Previous to December, Drumheller 
| field stood easily at the top of the list, 
|} for in October, last year, It produced 
98,921 tons, and this with 1,681 men 
employed, the average of working 
days amounting to 24, 

The bituminous coal mined in Al- 
berta last December amounted to 
197,227, the Crow's Nest Pass pro- 
ducing 106,174, and the number of 
men employed in mining this coal was 
3,746. At the Banff anthracite mines 
11,224 tons were produced in Decem- 
ber, 287 miners were employed, work- 
ing on an average of 12 days. 

Alberta consumed 147,745 tons of 
the bituminous and 1,761 of the an- 
thracite. The total number of tons 
of the three coals produced in October, 
November and December last amount- 
ed to 1,680,588, giving employment to 
nearly 10,000 men,

No Definite Plans 

“If the conference has been a fail- 
ure,” continued the premier, “I want 
to be relieved of the responsibility of 
the failure. T said in my address the 
other day I was not satisfied with the 
conference, and I am not satisfied as 
yet because I don'e believe we arrived 
at definite enough conclusions. But 
remember, if we did not arrive at defi- 
nite conclusions, I do not think it can 
be Inid at the door of the nrovincial 
premiers. We were anxious to have 
definite conclusions, anxious particu- 
larly in connection with the land set- 
tlement scheme, that they would be 
uble to bring back a concrete solution 
of the question.” 

Remarking that the land settlement 
scheme was one in which they tn the 
West were most vitally interested, he 
said that the government plan was 
one to which they had very serious 
objection, but they had no definite 
promise in, regard to it other than the 
stntement of the prime minister that 
he thought amendments were neces- 
sary. But they had brought back no 
definite promise of amendments; 
nothing to make it clear. 


‘ Restraint of Democracy 
The most important Nhing in con- 
nection with the conference was pro- 


discussion, He outlined what had 
been done in Alberta, but apparently 
| there was no concrete scheme, no evi- 
dence of it anywhere. Dwelling upon 
this point, Mr, Stewart sald that the 
one great obstacle the government had 
to meet everywhere was that they 
were a democratic country. The 
lender of the oppositicn had alluded to 
the success of German methods. But 
Germany and German methods were 
ythe very things they were fighting. and 
they had to deal with the imperfect 
work of democracy in this as in every 
other endeavor, They could not say 
to this man he should go to work, and 
to the farmer what he should put in 
the ground, because they could not 
enforce thelr order. This was dis- 
cussed very freely at Ottawa, and it 
was realized the matter would be 
mnde more simple if they had more 
drogtic methods of enforcement. “But 
we have democratic institutions,” the 
premier emphasized, “and we live un- 
der them and are proud to live under 
| them, and I for one am not going to 
say we ought to have autocratic au- 
| thority.” 

No one appreciated the problem 
!more than the premier of Alberta 
}said Mr. Stewart. No one had thought 
of it more. Thev could, he admitted 
make a splendid success of »roduc- 
tion if they had the methods that were 
emp'oyed In Germany with everyone 
under the control of someone else 
But they had not got them and they 
had rot to use the methods they had 
used up to today. ‘We have got to 
arrive at a solution of thig thing,” he 
declared. “because IT want to say, as 
| first minister, that it is the paramount 
duty of every man, particularly our 
Public men, to be seized with the re- 
| sponsibility of the great trust placed 
in them at the present time, and to 
give the best that is in them in con- 
nection with the solution of these 
problems.” 

Definite Scheme Due 

Proceeding, Premier Stewart said 
that in rerard to the matter of pro- 
duction they woule have to await the 
arrival of the Hon. Chas. Dunning 
They thev would get down to a definite 
scheme which would be agreeab'e to 
all.

The Soldier uestion 

In concluding, the premier dealt 
with the soldiers’ question and said 
with emphasis that the province had 
set out to take care of its own men 
But they knew that a large number: 
would come from other provinces. 
That being true, that could not be 
considered the problem of Alberta 
and the Dominion government would 
have to come in and help’ them. 
“But for our own men, for those who 
were citizens of this province,’ said 
Premier Stewart, “I am’ asking no as- 
sistance and no help. That problem 
is ours, and ours in its entirety. I am 
not ov.ng to say that if we should re- 
ceive several thousand men that never 
belonged to the province of Alberta 
that we shall not welcome them. We 
shal} welcome them.

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ABANDONING FACTORY ACT 


Nor Will There be Any Drastic Changes in it This Session 
Premier Stewart Informs Deputation of Manufactur- 
ers—Complaint in Regard to Working Hours. 


The government has no intention of 
abandoning the Factory Act or mak- 
ing any drastic changes in it, was the 
emphatic declaration of Premier 
Stewart in reply to a deputation from 
the Edmonton, Calgary and Medicine 
Hat branches of the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ Association that waited 
upon the government Thursday morn- 
ing. The government, he sald, did 
not want to embarrass or inflict hard- 


ships on shopkeepers or manufactur- 


ers, but he was obliged to make its 
position clear in regard to the act as 
a whole in consequence of the impres- 
sion that had got abroad following 
the interchange of views between the 
retail merchants and the cabinet. 
The complaint of -the deputation 
was principally in regard to the 
working hours, and especially in rela- 
tiorf? to shifts and working time. It 
was pointed out that at the present 
day when all were concerned in great- 


er production to win the war, nothing | 
should be done to clog the wheels of 


industry. One member of the deputa- 
tion thought the act should be given 


a hoist unti! the end of the war, and 


it was in immediate response to this 


suggestion that the premier came out 
so strongly. 


Mr. Stewart also reminded the de- 
putation that a commission had eat 
throughout the province to ascertain 
what grievances or complaints there 
were. He had received that report, 
but the government as a whole had 
not yet had an opportunity of consid- 
ering it. In view of that, no decision 
had been reached as to what changes, 
if any, would be made, Theréfore, 
the government was not in a position 
to promise anything. What they 
would do the manufacturers and orga- 
nized labor would hear of, and the go- 
vernment would be glad to receive

manner our Americans to win this 
war, Our country needs the patriotic 
American woman who can do things, 
and she has only to look from her 
front door to see the necessary | 
work which is going undone,” 

“I discovered the women of the 
States are as enthusiastic over gar- 
dening and are pushing gardening and 
canning to the utmost. In fact, it is 
considered not quite patriotic not to 
have a garden, and can the staple, 
vegetables, | 

“The Civic Clubs are offering large} 
prizes to further best gardens. The 
Mother's Garden Clubs have also, 
stimulated the work. A mother from! 
each club is appointed to visit a cer- 
tain number of boys’ and girls’ gar- 
dens—report on the three best and en- 
courage the children to raise more. 
Canning, of course, is not neglected 
and I saw some exhibits, the work of| 
the boys and girls, that were truly} 
wonderful, It made me feel more 
and more that our institutions should 
offer three scholarships for our girls. 
It could be easily managed tor our 
government is willing to send judges 
to inspect the gardens and canning.

It was arrang- 
ed to endeavor to secure the co-opera- 
tion of the other cities of the province 
in this petition. 

Abnormal Children 

At the same time the board will ask 
the provincial government if they can- 
not provide some means of dealing 
with children who are mentally ab- 
normal, There are a number of such 
children in the city schools, and it is 
contended by the school officials that 
they interfere with the education of 
the other children, that in some re- 
spects they are a danger, and also 
that for the sake of the children them- 
selves it would be advisable that they 
should be dealt with separately and 
given special training.

HOW GERMANS 
TREAT BRITISH 
WAR PRISONERS 


Rotarians at their weekly luncheon 
Thursday heard a graphic description 
of the treatment accorded British 
prisoners of war in Germany by Pte, 
H. Munro. The speaker was a mem- 
ber of the original 101lst Regiment, 
who has been through the experience 
and knows at first-hand of the manner 
in which those who are unfortunate 
enough to be taken prisoner are treat- 
ed in the enemy country. 

He told of the incidents of his in- 
carceration from the time he was 
picked up wounded after the second 
battle of Ypres and dragged 300 yards 


behind the German lines by a big 
German soldier until his transfer to 
Switzerland after having been pro- 


nounced unfit for further military ser- 
vice, 

Insults and indignities of every kind 
were showered upon the British pris- 


oners, particularly both by the Ger- 
man soldiery and the civilians, who 
have apparently been taught by a 


persistent campaign to hate the “Eng- 
lander,’ as every British soldier is 
known, 

Conditions in the German prison 
camps and hospitals were described in 
detail, 

The meeting on Thursday was one 


of the largest yet held, and the ad- 
dress was listened to with rapt at- 
tention,

HAT INFANTS aro peculiarly susceptible to opium and its various 
preparations, all of which are narcotic, is well known, Even in the 
smallest doses, if continued, these opiates cause changes in the func- 

tions and growth of the cells which are likely to become permanent, causing 
imbecility, mental perversion, a craving for alcohol or narcotics in later life,

Having won the first game, 7 to 8, 
the locals had a margin of 11 goals 
on the round.

HOW FRANK SLAVIN ONLY 
FIGHTER SULLIVAN FEARED 
WENT OUT AND ‘GOT HIS MAN’ 


NEW YORK, March 7.—Do boxers 
make good in’ war? ‘ 

Listen to this story of Frank Slavin 
from a wounded Canadian soldier just 
back from the trenches—a boy who 
enlisted in Slavin's regiment, the 16th 
Canadian Scottish, who was with Sla- 
vin through the fighting, was with 
him in a hospital, and finally wae sent 
home on the same hospital ship that 
carried the old lion of the prize ring, 
gays Robt. Edgren. 


When Slavil? went to the war he was 
62 years of age, but he admitted only 
41 years to the recruiting -sergeant, 
@nd got away with it, for he was a 
wonderful specimen of a man. Well 
over six feet tall, Slavin is, and as 
straight as an Indian, Stripped, ha 
looks fit to fight any one even today, 
and he was in his prime when John L. 
Sulllyan was a youngster. In those 
days Slavin was one of the London 
prize ring'’s greatest heavyweight 
champions, and he camped close on 
Sullivan's trail for a year or more 
without getting a match, I have it 
on the authority of no less noted a 
man than Prof, Mike Donovan, who 
Was as close to Sullivan as any one, 
that Slavin was the one white man 
Sullivan didn’t care to fight. 

Wouldn't Leave Pals 

Slavin went to England with the 
16th Canadian Scottish, and trained at 
Salisbury Plains for a time, and then 
went to France for two months’ more 
conditioning, and then was rushed tn- 
to the hottest fighting in Belgium. 
They had offered Slavin a chance for 
a commission by the time because of 
his knack of handling men, and he 
had refused it because he wanted to 
stay with the men he had enlisted 
with back in Victoria. 

So one black night seven months 
later found Frank Slavin out ina 
front line’ trench, with the Germans 
pressing hard in their drive for the 
fen, and no one Knowing what might 
happen next, feeling woll satisfied with 
life and quite as much at home as 
ever he did under the Aurora Borealis, 

They were working hard that night, 
Strengthening the narrow, half-finish- 
ed trench they had been sent forward 
to oceuny. Slavin was at it with the 
rest, lifting bars of sand to build up 
the parapet. He'd lean over, grasp

Taking him up one side and down the other this new first pase- 
man, Sheely of the Clevelands, looks very much like the goods, 
Sheely takes the place of Joe Harris, who has been drafted, and 
played with the Salt Lake club of the Pacific Coast league last season, 
Sheely took part in 193 games, went to bat 749 times, scored 97 runs, 
lined out 227 hits, including 46 doubles, 7 three baggers and 19 
home runs, and had a batting average of .303. In flelding Sheely 
led the Coast league first basemen with’a percentage of .990, his 
record showing 1,919 putouts, 143 assists and only 21 errors. He is 
six feet two inches tall and weighs 200 pounds, Al! in all, he ought 
to make ‘em sit up and take notice. 4 

Of the few pugilistic champions who have gained honors in 
other lines of endeavor after quitting the ring, John Gully was per- 
haps the most conspicuous and brilliant. He became a member of 
the British parliament—the only pugilist to hold a seat in that body. 
Only one other fighter has ever attained so exalted a position as a 
lawmaker, and that was John Morrissey, who was champion of 
America in the '60s, and afterwards made a fortune on the turf and 
was elected to the United States congress. 

Tomorrow will be the fifty-fifth anniversary of the death of John 
Gully, at the age of eighty, full of yeats and honors. He had won 
the championship of England, and in after life twice captured the 
classic Derby with his horses, and sat in parliament two sessions. 
As a mine-owner he amassed a fortune of several millions. When he 
died on March 9, 1863, an immense concourse of people followed the 
coffin to its last resting place. 

Gully's career was full of romance. He was the son of a publi- 
can, and in his youth supported his mother by working as a butcher. 
Becoming involved in debt, he left Bristol] and went to London, 
where he was thrown into the Marshalsea prison for debtors, He 
was rescued by Henry Pearce, who was the champion of England 
in 1805. Soon after his release Gully fought his friend Pearce in the 
ring, and was defeated after a memorable battie. In 1807 Gully 
became champion by whipping Bob Gregson, whom he defeated once 
more in the following year. 

After that Gully retired from the ring and became a bookmaker. 
He made large sums on the turf and invested his winnings in min- 
ing land, which, proving very valuable, made him a millionaire, He 
then bought some of the greatest race horses of that period. He 
won the Derby in 1846, the Oaks in the same year, and the Derby 
again in 1854. In 1862 he was elected to Parliament from Ponte- 
fract. He was twice married and had twelve children. About ten 
years before his death Gully sold hie stud and retired to Corking 
Hall, near Durham, where he lived the life of a country gentleman, 


Bob Fitzsimmons knocked out Jim Hall in the fourth round 
at New Orleans on March 8, 1893, just twenty-five years ago today. 
This bout demonstrated how much better hindsight is than foresight. 
Although Hall was a classy middleweight, nobody now would think 
of him as being in the same class as Ruby Robert was, yet Hall was 
a strong favorite in the Crescent City contest. The wish that Hall 
would win was father to the thought, for Fitz was decidedly in bad 
with the American fans, while his fellow Australian was very popu- 
lar. The Fitz-Hall affair ushered in the era of extravagant purses, 
for the competition for the bout was so keen that the Crescent 
Athletic club hung up $40,000, to be divided $35,000 to the winner 
and $5,000 to the loser. The result of this bout added vastly to the 
wealth of California, for the Golden State fans backed Fitz to a man, 
and covered every offering of the dead game ones from the other 
sections who put their kale on Hall. The first round was even, the 
second was Hall's, and after that it was all Fitz until he landed the 
punch which brought joy to H few and gloom to many. 


Although historians may consider it a minor affair as compared 
with the great battles fought in France during the present war, and 
may even pass over it without mention, nevertheless the battle of 
Chantilly had some features deserving of perpetuation in print. It 
was just thirty years ago this week that this conflict was fought on 
Baron Rothchild's training grounds near Chantilly, France. It was 
England against America, the former represented in the lithe, slend- 
er, scientific boxer, Charlie Mitchell, and the latter by the big, board, 
bluff, bellicose Irish-American, “yours truly John lL,” who has just 
been gathered to his ancestors, 

Although this was a bare knuckle battle under the old London 
rules, with the world's championship a $5,000 at stake, it was not 
marked by any great degree of ferocity, The opponents seemed to 
remember that they were on the soi] of France, that land of polite- 
ness and suave courtesy, amd acted accordingly. The.rude language 
so often heard at such affairs was almost lacking, and “Mr.” Sulli- 
van and "Mr." Mitchell bombarded each other with the utmost good 
feeling. When Charlie landed a good one John would say, “That was 
a fine punch, Mitchell,” and the Britisher was not to be outdone. Now 
and then John L, bellowed and roared and glared as of yore, but for 
the most part he fought quietly. 

In the early rounds of the Battle of Chantilly Sullivan often 
knocked his opponent down, and severai times Mitchell had to be 
carried to his corner. Mitchell always recovered, however, and at 
the end of the thirty-ninth round the affair was callbd a draw, the 
battle having occupied three hours and eleven minutes. Nelther 
man was badly hurt, although Sullivan looked the worse. Altogeth- 
er the affair was an unsatisfactory one to the fans who had traveled 
so far to see it.

Bank clearings and other evi- 
dence show that never in its his- 
tory was so large a volume of 
business—real business as distin- 
guished from ‘‘realty’’ business— 
transacted in the city. At the same 
time the rental vValue—and the 
selling value—of business prem- 
ises is out of all proportion, not 
only to the cost of the land and 
buildings in the past, but to what 
might be considered a reasonable 
value on the basis of present bus- 
iness opportunities. In a large 
proportion of cases rentals are not 
sufficient to do more than pay 
carrying charges, to say nothing 
of a return on the investment; in 
many cases not sufficient for that. 
This is a contradictory state of 
affairs, and the explanation for it 
must be sought outside the busi- 
ness situation. The value of busi- 
ness property should go up when 


the opportunity for doing business 
is unusually good; here we have 
the reverse fact. The fault is not 
that the city is overbuilt, for ex- 
cept in sertain sections where 
temporary conditions created a 
temporary business ‘‘boom’’ there 
are few empty business places, If 
the paradox does not arise from 
the scarcity of business, or from 
an over-supply of business prem- 
ises, there is only one factor to 
explain it; the financial position 
of the city itself. ‘‘The taxes’’ do 
not explain it, for higher taxes 
were paid a few years ago without 
complaint. But despite the con- 
tinued attempt to colle¢t taxes 
from property at past rates, it is 
known that the city has been run- 
ning behind in its collections for 
years, and that if this continues 
there can be only one result. With 
that idea abroad, and unquestion- | 
able, it is idle to expect the in- 


vestment of outside money in bus- 
iness undertakings in the city— 
and the lack of such investment 
reflects in the present low rental 
values of business premises. Peo- 
ple will not tie up money in a city 
which is known to be in ‘‘deep 
water’’ financially, and liable to 
fall under the adverse terms of a 
receivership. To expect’ develop- 
ment along the line of industrial 
enterprise in such conditions is im- 
possible, and industrial enter- 
prise is the line of develop- 
ment the city most needs. The op- 
portunities were never so good for 
the establishment of factories in 
Edmonton, and for the creation of 
new opportunities of employment 
and wages. The business being 
done in the city is an index to the 
business that could be done; the 
northland is settling up; the farm- 
ing community upon which the 
city depends is in a flourishing 
condition, and the opportunities 
for ‘‘cheap sites’’ can never be 
better. But investors do not and 
will not put money into enter- 
prises, however attractive the bus- 
iness chances, in a city which is 
believed to be on the brink of pos- 
sible disaster. The price of a re- 
vival of investment and develop- 
ment along every line of legiti- 
mate business is to demonstrate 
that Edmonton can pay its debts. 
That fact established, the other 
conditions are all and altogether 
favorable for a ‘‘come  back,’’ 
prompt, remarkable and perma- 
nent. The country is simply boom- 
ing, Edmonton’s position as a 
great trading centre was never so 
well established, the field for man- 
ufactured commoditioes is enlarg- 
fing, Canada is flooded with ‘‘war | 
money’’ which must and will be 
invested somewhere and _prefer- 
pbly in the newer sections, Fear of 
he possible failure of the city,

Disappointment Growing. 
Mayor Church of Toronto sum- 
marized the recent official reports 
by saying that the Military Service 
Act is costing the country millions 
and producing fewer recruits than 
voluntary enlistment. Mayor 
Church approved the act and 
helped elect the Union Govern- 
ment on that ground, like many 
of the newspapers which are also 
expressing disappointment at the 
results. The convincing figures 
supplied by Sir Robert Borden 
seem to have suddenly sobered a 
large section of his followers, and 
left them again capable of dis- 
tinguishing between facts and the 
delusions of super-heated pas- 
sion. By the standard of actual 
results the Military Service Act 
is seen to be working out precisely 
as its critics foresaw. In only one 
respect has it fulfilled the predic- 
tions made for it by its authors— 
it turned the patriotic impulse of 
the people to political account and 
won the elections. As for ‘‘back- 
ing the boys at the front,” their | 
reinforcements would now be 
stronger by a whole division of 
trained men had voluntary enlist- 
ment been continued at the rate 
of a year ago, Revision of the Act | 
or a revolution in the method of 
administering it seem to be the 
alternatives to a revolt among the 
Government’s supporters.

England Appeals for Food. 

In a message that must surely 
be as pathetic as any official com- 
munication ever written the Brit- 
ish authorities a few days ago ap- | 
pealed to the Canadan authorities | 
to rush to the seaboard every av- | 
ailable carload of wheat, flour, 
bacon and frozen meat. To em- 
phasize the gravity of the situa- 
tion it is announced that the Brit- 
ish people are being put on rations, 
and that every carload that can be 
got to the seaboard is ‘‘severely 
wanted.’’ By some mischance the 
censor at Ottawa appears to have 
missed this item, and it has got 
into the papers. The effect must 
be to arouse among the Canadian 
people a demand that their Minis- 
ters cease dallying with this ques- 
tion of forwarding food supplies— 
assuming that the Canadian peo- 
ple have a sense of the responsi- 
bility which rests upon this coun- 


tion to sell insurance. 


try to help feed the hungry people 
overseas, and of what may happen 
if we fail to meet that responsi- 
bility to the limit. Month after 
month Mr. O’Connor announces 
officially that foodstuffs are being 
accumlated in the storage ware- 
houses of the country in vast and 
ever vaster quantities, and that 
the hoarders are using their con- 
trol of these reserves to hold up 
the people of Great Britain for 
famine prices. Under the War 
Measures Act the Dominion Gov- 
ernment has complete authority to 
enforce the movement of these 
supplies to the seaboard, even, if. 
neéeessary, by commandeering both 
the supplies and the trains to move 
them, The facts as to the scarcity 
of food in England must have been 
known to our Government all 
along, and the menace involved in 
that scarcity is surely apparent to 
any one knowing the facts. Yet 
there has not come from Ottawa 
either an indication’ or a claim 
that steps were being taken to for- 
ward these surplus accumulations 
in Canada to our hungry kinsmen, 
While the Canadian people have 


to put themselves on rations in 
order to ‘‘save wheat and flour and 
bacon and beef for shipment over- 
sea’’ they have not been encour- 
aged to self-denial by any official 
announcement that the food they 
did without was being forwarded.

Boiled down, the action of the 
Underwriters is a punishment of 
the city for endorsing the fire- 
men’s union. Possibly a firemen’s 
union is not the best thing in the 
interests of the city. But who are | 
the Fire Underwriters that they 
should criticize or object to the | 
union principle? They constitute 
the strongest and closest union of | 


financial interests that the coun- | 
try is suffering from today. It is 
because they are a union that they 
are able to punish Edmonton for

A “HOLLER” FROM TORONTO 
From Toronto Saturday Night. 

With the official .igures before one, 
it may be asserted without fear of con- 
tradiction that there is In the Prov- 
ince of Quebec a concerted movement 
to defeat the purposes of the Military 
Service -.ct. The figures as issued at 
Ottawa on February 20th, shows that 
the Act up to that date has been the 
means of obtaining a grand total of 
21,978 men, of which number Ontario 
contributed 9,566, the four Western 
Provinces 8,729, the Maritime Proy- 
inces 1,656, Quebec, 2,038 and Im- 
perial recruits 1,227. This situation 
would be impossible had not those 
bowed to the will 
of tuet portion of the French Cana- 
dian element which has been bitterly 
opposed to conscription from the first, 
in place of doing their duty as laid 
down in the Act. Thousands upen 
thousands of appeals have been plied 
up for the decision of the Appeal 
Judges, soine thirty thousand for Que- 
bee alone, All of which must retard 
the work of gathering in the necessary 
troops, if inaeed, it does not make the 
situation altogether impossible. <Ac- 
cording to official figures compiled 
by the Ottawa ‘Government last sum- 
there were in the Province of 
Quebec, 119,000 males, single or wid- 
owers with no children, between the 
ages of 20 and 85. That Is, men sub- 
ject to military service under the Act. 
Of this number we have actually a 
little more than two thousand in unt- 
form, and at that the English section 
of the island and city of Montreal has 
contributed nearly the entire number, 
It is also Interesting to point out that 
of the four hundred odd thousand re- 
cruits obtained for the C.E.F, as at 
July 5, 1917, Quebec's total was a 
trifle ove. 45,000. These figures speak 
for themselves, And one may frankly 


!say that our system of draft, so far

SEED GRAIN FROM PEACE RIVER 
From Vancouver Sun. 


Settlers 1 the ceace River country 
are deriving immense satisfaction and 


| high remuneration from the fact that 


they have been called on to supply 
wide swaths in Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta with seed oats. The grain grow- 
ers In Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 
through specializing so intensely in 
wheat and other local causes, found 
themselves faced with a bad short- 
age of oat seed, and now those prove 
inces are looking to Alberta for a com- 
plete supply and the balance of Al- 
berta has to look for a very large pro- 
portion of the seed to the Peace River 
district. 

It is a condition which highly 
pleases W. A. Rac, the member for 
the Peace River district in the Alberta 
legislature. He regards it as pointing 
a lesson for those who are dubious 
in their faith for the future of the 
northern parts of Canada, and who, 
even in high places, are lacking in 
energy in lending the new districts a 
full measure of*assistance.

SOLDIERS LOAN 
APPLICATIONS 
BEING ISSUED 


Dominion Lands Agent at Saska- 
toon Has Received Supply 
With Instructions 


M. A. MacInnes, agent, Dominion 
lands at Saskatoon, has received ap- 
plication f4érms for loans in connection 
with Soldiers’ Settlement Act, 196, 


according to the Saskatoon Star. The 
forms cover loans: (a) Required for 
the acquiring of land for agricultural 
purposes; (b) for the payment of en- 
cumbrance on lands used for agricul- 
tural purposes; (c) .or the improve- 
ment of agricultural land; (d) for 
erection of farm buildings; (e) for the 
purchase of stock, machinery and 
equipment; (f) for any other purpose. 

The following are amongst the in- 
structions recelved by Mr, MacInnes: 

The loan must be restricted to pro- 
visional advances, mostly those speci- 
fied in clauses (c) and (e) of soction 
5. This means that for the present 
advances will only be made for (c). 
The improvement of agricultural land, 
and (e) the purchase of stock, ma- 
chinery and equipment. All advances 
must. be expended under the super- 
vision of the board, 


Further advances may be made 
later on. 

The board must be satisfied: 

1.—That the value of the land is 


sufficient security for the advance. 

2.—That the applicant has the abil- 
ity to make a fair living on the land 
and repay the advances. 


TEXAS TAKES STEP 
STATE-WIDE ACT

Capture of Jamburg, East of 


Narva, by the Germans is Re- 


ported—For Consolidation of Line is Hun Version — 
Turco-German Forces Now Beyond Trebizond. 


London, March 7—The Germans have captured Jamburg, east of 
Narva, while the Turco-German offensive is continuing beyond Trebi- 
zond, says a Russian official agency dispatch received here today. 
This action, adds the statement, is despite the official announcement 
by the German high command that hostilities against Russia have 


ceased. 
Conservation of Line 

London, Mar, 7.—The German ad- 
vance eastward into Russia stopped 
early on Tuesday. according to an 
Fixchange Telegraph dispatch from 
Petrograd dated Wednesday, but was 
resumed during the night on several 
sectors in order to allow the Germans 
to reach and consolidate the line be- 
tween Jamburg and Gdoff, (east of 
Lake Peipai and south of Narva.)

London, Mar, 7.—The dismissal of 
Admiral Sir J. R, Jellicoe from the 
post of first sea lord last December 


was the subject of attacks on Sir Eric 
Geddes, first lord of the admiralty in 
the house of commons, 

Sir Edward Carson, the former first 
sea lord, termed !t a national calam- 
ity. He asserted that the war cabinet 
of whicn he was ct that time a mem- 
ber, was not r@sponsible and said that 
naval officers protested against ‘ it. 
Admiral Sir Heaworth Meux declared 
that Sir Eric Geddes had flouted the 
whole fieet 

Andrew Bonar Law, spokesman for 
the government, »xplained how Pre- 
mier Lloyd George had summoned him 
to the cabinet room. Geddes was 
there and he sald he had come to the 
conclusion that | the public interest 
there should be a change. 

Sir Edward Carson, interrupting Mr. 
Bonar Law, interjected: 

“If I had continued to be first lord, 
I would certainly have resisted the re- 
moval of Admiral Jellicoe.” 

Mr. Bona; Law resumed, said: 

“Sir Eric told me at the same time 
that the subject »..« not been men- 
tioned to him for two months by the 


premier and that he had come to the; 


conclusion absolu ely on his own tIni- 
tiativ..” 

The first lord here interposed and 
said he thought that if the advice he 
gave was accepted by the premier it 
became the decision of the govern- 
ment. He would like to say that from 
the day he accepted office until Ad- 
mirai Jellicoe ieft the admiralty, no 
suggestion had been made and no 
pressure had been put on him to make 
any change at the admiralty.
